about  their  houses,  while  the  incense  is  rising 
from  God’s  public  altar. 

As  my  last  number  has  shown,  there  are  vast 
multitudes  in  our  land  in  just  this  condition.  If 
ever  in  God’s  house,  it  is  only  occasionally.  It 
is  these  individuals  whom  I  would  now  address. 
And  my  design  is  to  urge  upon  you  a  few  practi¬ 
cal  reasons  why  your  attendance  upon  public 
worship  should  he  constant  and  habitual. 

Iu  the  first  place,  I  might  plead  the  example  of 
all  the  good  in  ages  past— of  Abel  and  Noah— 
of  Abraham  and  Moses— of  Joshua  anil  David — 
"cfChrist  and  his  disciples;  who  were  daily  with 
‘  one  accord  in  prayer  and  supplication.  I  might 
i  pleat!  the  example  of  the  thousands  who  have 
'slept  “if!  the  open  air,  climbed  the  rugged  steep, 
'riihd  ascended  the  fatal  scaffold,  for  the  glorious 
i  privilege  of  clinging  with  a  dying  grasp 
‘  “  horns  of  God’s  altar.” 

I  might,  in  the  next  place,  dwell  upon  the 
:  importance  of  this  habit  to  the  caw  of  education. 
The  child  who  has  for  eight  years  attended  pub- 
'  lie  worship,  has  enjoyed  more  than  a  year's  i 
struction  iu  that  school  which  will  teach  him 
'be  houest,  and  kind,  and  temperate,  and  industri¬ 
ous,  and  pious.  And  will  ten  years  of  such  in¬ 
struction  make  no  difference  in  the  education  of 
'the  man  who  is  just  tottering  into  the  grave  ? 
is  in  this  way,  and  in  sustaining  our  schools 
colleges;  that  the  clergy  are  exerting  a  most  salu¬ 
tary  influence  on  the  cause  of  education. 

1  might  dwell  upon  the  importance  of  this 
habit  to  the  cause  of  morality.  Let  a  community 
of  men  meet  statedly  in  the  house  of  prayir.— 
There  let  them  hear  God’s  threatenings  faithfully 
denounced  against  the  wicked — his  promises 
portrayed  to  the  repenting  sinner,  and  they  will 
shrink  from  the  ranks  of  the  atrociously  wicked. 
Where  are  the  thieves  and  the  liars — the  drunk¬ 
ards  ami  the  murderers?  Among  the  frequenters 
of  God’s  house?  They  may  be  occasionally 
there,  but  not  habitually. 

What  man  will  go  from  the  Sanctuary  of  God, 
to  forget  his  wife  and  little  ones,  when  he  hears 
from  the  pulpit,  that  such  fill  one  Is  worse  than 
an  infidel?  What  man  will  saunter  from  the 
courts  of  the  Lord  to  the  tavern  or  the  grog-shop  ? 
-No;  let  him  heroine  a  spendthrift,  a  thief,  Or  a 
•drunkard, and  you  will  soon  find  him  denouncing 
the  church,  and  turning  Itis  hack  upon  the  vvor 
shipers  of  God. 

1  shall  close  this  number  by  considering  the 
influence  which  a  constant  attendance  on  public 
worship  has  on  our  worldly  prosperity.  Look  at 
a  single  family  who  neglect  God’s  Worship.  And 
what  is  their  condition  ?  They  are  often  poor. 
They  may  he  rich.  But  what  a-e  their  riches 
worth  ?  Do  they  fall  into  the  hands  of  children 
who  are  moral,  thriving,  and  religious?  No. 

I  have  known  such  a  family.  But  the  money 
which  the  infidel  father  had  «o  long  toiled  to 
■earn,  wns  left  to  the.  infidel,  the  debauchee,  and 
the  drunkard.  “  It  was  emptied  into  the  pockets 
<ff  vagabonds,  and  there  it  is  breeding  corruption, 
pestilence,  and  death.” 

Fathers!  would  you  leave  your  children  a 
lasting  portion? — always  accompany  them  to- the 
house  of  prayer.  Let  this  neglect  of  God’s  wor¬ 
ship  be  extended  to  a  neigliltorhood,  anil  what  is 
the  result  ?  Let  the  inhabitants  break  from  the 
restraints  of  the  gospel  and  the  charms  of  the 
church-going  hell,  ami  what  do  we  witness? — 
Vice,  recklessness,  self-indulgence,  self-control. 

In  vain  do  you  search  for  conjugal,  parental, 
or  filial  affection.  In  vain  do  you  look  for  the 
family  altar,  the  chant  of  praise,  the  loving  circle, 
or  the  sweets  of  home.  They  have  long  since 
fled.  And  as  the  population  of  this  neighborhood 
is  rapidly  thinned  by  the  ravages  of  time  ami 
vice,  who  will  rise  to  take  their  places?  Tin 
thriving  and  religious?  No.  The  wretched  am: 
the  floating, — the  dregs  and  the  scum  of  tin 
community.  Hence  the  constant  depreciation  ol 
jtroperty. 

In  view  of  this  fact,  I  have  known  a  world h 
.speculator  iu  the  city  of  New  York,  labor  nigh 
.-and  day  to  establish  n  church  of  Christ  in  such  : 
uieighborhood,  for  the  express  purpose  of  raisin;. 
.  the  value  of  Itis  property.  Let  these  ttei.  hltot 
■  hoods  be  multiplied,  till  God’s  worship 


of  any  class,  and  tL  still  feel  bouud  to  open 
our  mouth  for  the  jJ>  and  piead  the  cause  of! 
the  oppressed,  whl i)lty  hear  or  forbear. 

I  wish  now  ouljLl0w  the  bearing  of  the 
fact  above  stated,  ol  slaveholders  themselves. 

I  assume  it  as  a  pal|  evidence  that  their  prae- 
is  decidedly  aujgrallily  wrong.  Men  do 
shut  out  all  (psicm  on  subjects  of  ac- 
— -  vledged  personnel  public  importance, 
when  they  consciou4,nd  on  defensible  ground. 
They  do  not  resortLynclt  luw  and  mobs,  till 
they  know  that  reaAnd  argument  fail  them. 
I  hey  do  not  shut  li^ars,  aud  rush  upon  their :

that  truth  begius  td  They  do  uot  shelter 
themselves  under  siMaud  gag  those  that  warn 
and  persuade  themlhey  know  that  light  is 
coming  winch  they  bear.  The  extrava¬ 
gance  of  the  slaveholf  demands,  and  the  vio¬ 
lence  and  defctrwiuatijti,  which  they  preclude 
discussion,  prove  thaL  fear  the  exposure  of 
evils  of  no  common  ,-.ny.

Occasional  Remarks  on  Slavery. 

No.  5.— Slaveholders  shun  the  Eight  still 

Last  week,  I  considered  the  conduct  of  slave¬ 
holders  in  keeping  their  slaves  in  ignorance,  and 
adopting  palpable  delusions  and  inronsiste-it  ex- 
.cuses  to  support  their  practice,  as  indicative  ofj 
some  wickedness  which  will  not  bear  the  light. 

I  now  treat,  for. the  same  purpose,  of  their  entire 
prohibition  of  all  “discussion”  of  the  subject  by 
.  their  fellow  citizens  and  Christians  at  the  north. 

Long  and  loud  has  been  their  condemnation 
of  all  movements  to  agitate  the  subject,  to  inquire 
into  its  moral  character  and  influences,  and  to 
propose  the  abandonment  of  the  practice  in  the 
most  peaceable  and  equitable  manner.  Within  a 
few  months  past,  their  remonstrances  have  been 
general,  united,  and  certainly  sufficiently  firm 
and  determined.  They  have  been  abundantly 
fortified  Ivy  appeals  to  our  patriotism,  our  cupidi¬ 
ty,  our  political  prejudices,  and  our  fears.  They 
are  enforced  by  threats  that  they  will  dissolve  the 
Union,  if  we  jtersevere,  arid  that  the  sole  hlatne 
will  rest  on  us.  The  most  exorbitant  demands 
are  made  on  the  free  states: — that  we  silence  the 
presses  and  the  lips  which  disturb  tlteir  quiet,  hy 
the  force  of  public  indignation,  hy  delivering  up 
our  free  citizens  to  be  condemned  in  their  courts, 
or  to  suffer  without  trial,  by  popular  vengeance, 
and  if  necessary,  to  enact  new  and  sanguinary 
laws,  which  shall  forever  put  down  “discussion.” 

I  thank  God  that  ottr  presses  and  pens  are  yet 
free,  that  we.  may  protest  against  pretensions 
before  unheard  of 'in  a  free  country,  and  expos: 
to  our  southern  friends  the  infatuation  of  such  t 
course.  I  feel  no  disposition  to  retort,  to  recrim 
inate,  or  to  threaten  in  return.  Let  ottr  fellow 
citizens  merely  understand,  that  we  cannot  violati 
the  constitution,  apd  surrender  the  inalienable 
rights  which  God  gave  us,  and  become  slaves 
pitrselyes,  at  the  dictation  of  our  fellow  mortals
